Arrangements are under way for a mon- 
ster music festival to be held at the Ex- 
position Coliseum. 

The exact time has not been fixed, but it 
is stated the festival will take place not 
later than the middle of November. 

It will continue at least one week. All of 
the music societies of St. Louis wil be asked 
to take part. 

The intention is to have a chorus number- 
ing between 3000 and 4000. The music will 
be furnished by an orchestra of 65 pieces, 
éelected from the leading musical organiza- 
tlons of the city. 

Conspicuous among the promoters are 
Prof. Charles Seymour of the First Regt- 
ment Band, Mr. Rice, secretary of the Music 
Teachere’ Association of Missouri, and Wil- 
liam: McMillin, president of the Choral-Sym- 
phony Society. 

Aiding the movement are the Musicians’ 
Mutual Benevolent Association and the 
Union Musical Club, which was consolidated 
from the three large women’s clubs of the 
city. 

The services of Profs. Alfred G. Robyn, 
Abe Epstein, Ernest Kroeger and other 
prominent St. Louis music teachers will be 
secured. 

Distinguished 6oloists will be brought from 
other cities. Among others will be the fa- 
mous Melba. 

The idea of holding a great music carnival 
in St. Louis was suggested at the recent 
meeting of the Miseourl Music Teachers’ As- 
sociation 

Secretary Rice declared the time wae ripe 
for such an event. 

The idea met with instant favor and with- 
in the last ten days the plans have assumed 
definite shape. 

Correspondence was opened wiih the Ex- 
position maragement with a view to hold- 
ing the festival at the Exposition at a 
time when no counter attractions would be 
there. 

Prof. Charles Seymour, who working 
actively for the festival, stated io the 
Post-Dispatch that as soon as definite plans 
were completed the necessary funds would 
be collected. 

Recently a two weeks’ festival was con- 
cluded at Breoklyn, N. Y. lt was a suc- 
cess from every standpoint. The St. Lou!s 
affair will be a go, and the scale on which 
it will be arranged will attract attention to 
St. Louis. 

“There will be not less than 3000 trained 
siigpers. We have not positively decided as 
yet whether the affair will last one or 
two weeks. In fact our plans are not 
fully outlined, but I expect the details will 
be finished in the courssa of a week or 10 
days. 

“The musicians of the city are preparing 
for the World's Fair, and we are desirous 
of beginning the preliminaries now. St. 
Louis has always fostered good musical 
organizations, and we are more than con-

“The recent action of the Exposition 
Musical Hall Association, in awarding the 
contract for next seanson’s music toa 
local band, shows that St. Louis musicians 
are coming to be appreciated,” ssid Ar.

Georgia Woman’s Sad Search 
for Her Husband. 


SHE FOUND HIM AT LAST. 


IN DESPERATION HE HAD COM- 
MITTED FORGERY. 


+ Bride of a Year Traveled Over Indiana 
and Ended Her Search at the 
Penitentiary Doors. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ALBANY, Ind., July 19.—It was @ 
long search which ended so disastrously 
this week for Mrs. Charles Saunders, a 
sweet-faced woman of Atlanta, Ga, who 
had made the long journey to the North in 
the hope of finding her husband, who had 
mysteriously dropped out of her Mfe. 

A year ago he left their home in search 
of employment, promising to send for the 
wife and baby left behind. Long days and 
weeks “were spent by the patient wife, 
with but occasional messages from her hus- 
band to brighten the hours of wajting, 
and at last she failed altogether to hear 
from him. Thinking that probably he had 
fallen sick among strangers, or met with 
misfortune of some kind which prevented 
his writing to her, she determined to go to 
his side, and, if it proved necessary, to his 
assistance. 

From Atlanta she traveled to the north; 
ern part of Indiana, in the gas belt, where 
she had last heard from her husband. Ar- 
riving there she Jearned that e person by 
his name had lived there temporarily, but 
was now supposed to be in another neigh- 
boring town. 

From place to place she went with patient 


weariness, finally reaching Muncie. By dill- 
gent inquiry she there learned that her ee 
band had been arrested and ees ap ha 
the Indiana reformatory on a char for- 
gery.

road leading from Naples to Jacksonville. 
The: witness. said that in the winter of 
1871 a man who he afterward jearned was 
Alexander Jester stopped at his house over 
might. The stranger was driving one team 
and leading the other. He had a buffalo calf. 
Senator Allien eaid that Jester attracted 
his attention by his peculfar demeanor. He 
would not eat the meat Mr. Allen had for 
supper, but brought from hts own wagon 
some jerked buffalo meat and gave Allen’s 
family some of it. When eating Jester used 
a large dirk knife to cout off bits of the meat. 
It is alleged that this knife kiHed Gilbert 
Gates in the Hulen lane, although the state 
is not trying to prove how and with what 
instrument the murder was committed. 
Jester*wore an old soldier overcoat, con- 
siderably "worn. It-was partly wet and he 
hung it over a chair by the fire to dry. He 
would not eleep in the house, but slept in his 


wagon. Mr. Allen’s barn being small, and 
having room.for only one of Jester’s teams, 
the Gates’ team was put in the barn and the 
heavy team. (Jester’s) was hitched to one 
of the wagons on the outside of the barn. 
Mr. Allen remembered ae gate. because his 
oldest child was a baby t 

Herman Hofferkamp, a. ‘was in the liv- 
ery stable business at Springfield, Iil., in 
1871, was the next witness. He save impor t- 
ant testimony regarding Gilbert Getes’ 
shepherd dog. 

He said Jester and his teams stopped at 
his barn and stayed mere about one week. 
When he departed he left a very intel'igent 
shepherd dog which the witness said he 
kept until it died, and then buriad it. This 
is supposed to be the famous dog that Le- 
lon to Gilbert W. Gates. The witness 
said the dog lived four or five vears after 
Jester left. 

Mr. Hofferkamp also testified that at this

A MEMORABLE COINCIDENCE 


People who are disposed to call John J. McCann a foolish 
fellow or a crank should not allow this opinion-—-which may 
be well founded—to blind them to the essential character of 
his protest. 

Mr. McCann maintains that it is not right to tax a man 
for being industrious; to fine him for making a living by 
honest work. He holds that a man has a right, guaranteed by 
the constitution to do business as a merchant, a lawyer, a 
real estate agent or a banana peddler. And when he is re- 
strained or discouraged in any manner by th« statutes of the 
state from exerc'sing this right, he suffers a wrong which 
he refuses to submit to without protest. 

According to Mr. McCann's philosophy the taxes should be 
laid, not upon the merchant and manufacturer, but upon 
the franchise holders, the men who by hook or crook—usually 
by crook—have obtained monopoly privileges of great value. 
A tax upon merchants and manufacturers und peddlers is a 
tax upon industry. A tax upon a franchise is a tax upon a 
privilege. The one is a wicked theft; the other is a compen- 
sation to the state for a special favor granted. Such is Mr. 
McCann’s philosophy. 

A noteworthy coincidence—at the very hour when Mef‘ann 
wes marched off to jail in St. Louis for claiming industry as 
u free right of free men, an agent of the St. Louis Transit 
‘Company was trying to persuade the State Board of Equal. 
ization at Jeffersou City thai the State had no power to tax 
franchises.

Warrant Issued Charging Murder in 
the Second Degree Against 
William E. Herman.

Health Commissioner Starkloff’s recent 
Statement that the city garbage contractor 
Was removing more garbage daily than he 
Was technically required by law to do, has 
resulted in some inquiry as to exactiy how 
much garbage is being collected daily and 
the price the city is paying to have it dis- 
posed of. 

The Heaith Department records show that 
the city paid $192,900 for the removal of its 
Sarbage last year and that during the year 
74.764 tons were collected and “rendered.”’ 

The price that the city is now paying for 
the disposition of its garbage |ooks astonish- 
ingly large in contrast with the amount the 
city expended for the removal of its gar- 
bage less than 10 years ago 

A Httle book in the office of Assistant 
Health Commissioner Charles W. Francis 
shows that during the fiscal year. ending in 
April, 1891, it cost the city only $25,123 to dis- 


- pose of its garbage. 


James Hardy was then the contractor and 
he dumped the garbage he collected in the 
river. 

Now the city pays one contractor over five 
times that amount, or $127,200, annually, to 
collect this garbage, and besides gives an- 
other contractor about $65,700 to burn it up. 

And still there are as many complaints un- 
der the present system. 

But the health department officials say 
that the increased cost is only in proportion 
to the increased amount of garbage fur- 
nished by the residents of this metropolis 
to the contractors. 

“When the garbage was dumped in the 

river,’’ Mr. Francis told the Post-Disnatch, 
“no account was kept of the exact num- 
ber of tons of garbage hauled every day, the 
contractor being paid by the year. But my 
best recollection of the matter is that he sel- 
dom collected more than eight or nine tons 
@ day in winter and from 30 to 40 -ons a day 
in summer. Now the contractor collects 
something like 275 tons a day at this sca- 
s0n, and the amount has tncrensed repidly 
in the past few years. In !893 the totul 
number of tons collected was only 30,151. 
Last year it was 74,764.’ 
- The contractor for collecting the garbage 
is the Excelsior Hauling and Trans:er Co.. 
of which John R. Butler, son of ‘“‘Col.”’ Ed 
Butler, is president. It has a contract with 
the city by which it receives $10,600 a month 
or $127,000 a yeir fer this work. The con- 
tract will not expire until 1908. 

The St. Louis Sanitary Co. is the corpora- 
tion which the city pays for “rendering” 
the garbage. Charles F. Hermann is pres- 
ident of the Sanitary company and “Col.’’ 
Ed Butler is interested in it. 

The Sanitary company’s contract with the 
city provides that it shall receive compensa- 
tion at the rate of $1.80 per ton for garbage 
*‘rendered”’ daily and that all the garbage 
over 100 tons a day delivered to its works by 
the city shall be “rendered” free of charge. 
In accordance with this arrangement the 
company was paid by the city last vear $65,- 


The contract of the St. Louis Sanitary Co., 
which is for 10 years, expires next year. 
The question of its renewal will be one of 
considerable interest. 

The city, according to its contract with 
the sanitary company, has the privilege of 
buying its plant at the expiration of the 
present arrangement. 

But there is little Mkelihod of a change 
in the garbage arrangements at least until 
1901, and then hardly in the method of col- 
lection, and so the ‘health commissioner has 
issua@fl a circular calling the attention of 
citizens to the most pertinent points of the 
garbage ordinances. 

is circular points out that the contrac- 
tor is not compelled to remove garbage 
that has dirt, sawdust, glass or other 
foreign substances mixed with it: tha? ‘is. 
not in water-tight receptacles with proper 
covers, and that is not in receptacles accesé-
